farther progress towards political power, 
Our well founded complainta were made tho 
ground work of a new and -lofty scueme 
having a base of Marine Commissioners, 
Lighthouse Inspectors, «ke., while Mr, Hart, 
elevated on high, “sat on-thé apet of the 
pyramid, . With a flourish, this new acheme 
was presented to the-public3 certain indivi- 
‘duals, already in the Customs’ Service, were 
raised to airy rank, “while a generation of 
new and untried men of sll nations, kind- 
reds and tongties were tiled into the vacant 
offices. a 
~ A staff out of proportion to the work to 
be-done was formed, and, under the sound- 
ing title of the. Hydrographic Office,” was 
held up for our admiration, When we ask 
what las been the result of all this ery— 
what the work done by this new office-—we 
lewn that the Lightship on the Tangsha 
Bank bas been made to carry a revolving 
light far inferior in power to the one dis- 
placed, aud that a commiencemént has been 
made with the erection of a Lighthouse on 
Gutzlaaf at a cost of about Tis, 7,000, 
- But the most curious portion of the tale 
remains to be told. It seemis.that Mr Hart 
had already in the early portiow of last year 
communicated. .with the Admiralty ‘with 
Tegard to the proposed lights at the en- 
trance to tais Kiver, and had asked’ their 
recommendation of a. gentleman to assist 
him. This was granted, and _tho-testi- 
monials of a gentleman of experience were, 
it, seems, sent out, upwards of a_year ago. 
Since that we learn no reply whatever has 
been received from the faspector. General, 
who “meanwhils. has proceeded with the.
